fessor at Washington university 
St. Louis, -died in the crash with 
two university students after at 
tending a debate meeting Tuesday 
at the University of Illinois.

He was a debate coach at the 


University of Washington, having 
Joined the faculty this fall. Fin 
fgeld had just received a doctor's 
degree while working and teaching 
at th* University of Illinois. 


Killed with Finfgeld in the crash 


were two members of his debate 
team, Arnold Goodman, 20, St 
Louis, pilot of the plane, and Ron 
aid Goldberg, 24, St. Louis. 


According to reports of the mis 


hap, the plane crashed into 
plowed field about two miles south 
west of Champaign. 


Sources indicate that the three 


killed were warned against taking 
off for St. Louis, that the ceilini 
WHS only 300 feet. However, they 
took off to investigate visibility be 
fore venturing on the return flight 
It was then the plane crashed. 


Finfgeld was a son of Mayor anc 


Mrs. Ed Finfgeld of AVcola, 111. Hi 
was also a debate instructor at th 
University of Illinois.

"God told me to kill the children 


to save them from the tortures and 
torment of the devil," Frank Holt, 
34. was quoted as telling Jefferson 
County Prosecutor Bernard T. 
Cann Wednesday night. 
(Holt was walking around 
his 


front yard, humming a hymn when 
Deputy Sheriff Russell Wilsac ar- 
rived at the home, 17 miles north- 
west of here in the village of East 
Springfield. The deputy said Holt 
kept humming hymns and seemed 
calm during a half-hour autd ride 
to jail. 


Three of Holt's small sons were 


dead when Wilsac got there- 
Tracy, 1; Sidney, 2; and SanfordB.

Cries Denial 
Of Espionage 
During Quiz 


Shoiket Refuses to 
Answer Queries on 
Link to Rosenbergs 
WASHINGTON UP)— The 
'apitol police today ejected a 
witness from senate hearings 
on alleged spying at Ft. Mon- 
mouth, N. J., for shouting de- 
nials of espionage, about 
which he had not been ques 
;ioned. 


The witness. Henry Nathan Shoi- 


ket of Brooklyn, N. Y.. was led 
'rom the room with his lawyer on 
orders of Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis), 
presiding at the hearings before 
us senate investigations sub-corn 
mittee. 


"You did not ask me whether I 


was engaged in espionage—the an 
swer is 'NO!'" Shoiket shouted, 
but McCarthy shouts of "take him 
out" drowned out most of what the 
witness was attempting to say. 


To Summon Critic 


The uproar came at a session in 


which: 


1. McCarthy announced he will 


summon Telford Taylor, former 
war crime* prosecutor in Germany 
and lately a critic of the senator, 
for- questioning - in the Ft. Mon 
mouth investigation. 


2. Another witness, Marcel Ull 


man of Spottswood, N. J., refused 
to answer questions as to whether 
lie had engaged in espionage while 
working at the fort for six years. 


Shoiket refused, on grounds the 


answers might tend to incriminate 
him, to say whether he had asso- 
ciated with the atom spies, Julius 
Rosenberg and Morton Sobell, aft- 
er their years as school mates at 
the College of the City of New 
York. 


Hfr also had refused to say 


whether,he was a Communist, but 
was not asked whether he had him- 
self engaged in espionage. 


Bans Speech 


Oidcred by McCarthy to leave 


the witness chair, Shoiket flung out 
his shouted »protest, and McCarthy 
shouted back that "I will hear no 
speech" from anyone who refusec 
to answer questions about* associ 
ation with convicted 
spies and 


Communists. 


Shoiket later told reporters that 


he had been questioned previously 
by McCarthy behind closed doors 
and that he had testified then thai 
"I had nothing to do with espio- 
nage." 


He said failure to ask him the 


same questions in a public hear 
ing was "an attempt by Sen. Me 
Carthy to mask the real answer.'

At New Haven, Conn., Wednes-

"even a most preliminary analy- 
sis of the relationship between 
smoking and cancer." 


Concerning other studies already 


made of smoking in relation to 
human cancer, Hammond said: 


"Certain Investigators, including 


myself, are not completely con- 
vinced as to the validity of the 


results in spite of the fact that a 
number of independent studies con- 
ducted in more or less the same 
way led to more or less the same 
apparent conclusions." 


Howeve'r, Hammond added, lab- 


oratory evidence gives no positive 
proof 
that 
cigarette 
smoking 


cause* lung cancer "but it is 
highly suggestive."

Marshall Not 
Peace Man, 
Group Cries 


Demonstration 
Stuns Audience 
At Oslo Festival 


OSLO, Norway </P)—Com- 


munist demonstrators shout- 
ed "This is no peace candi- 
date" today, interrupted the 
formal ceremonies awarding 
the 1953 Nobel Peace Prize to 
Gen. George C. Marshall. 


A stunned audience at the Oslo 


University festival watched as th« 
demonstrators showered anti-Mar- 
shall leaflets upon them. 
*• 


The audience had com* to wit- 


ness the presentation to Marshall 
In tecognltlon of the 17 billion dol- 
lar postwar European aid plan 
which bore his name. 


A ^roup of about 20 young Com- 


munists, who sneaked into the gal- 
lery despite a check at the en- 
tiance. shouted in unison: "This 
is no peace candidate. Marshall go 
home." The leaflets were headed 
with the words "We protest!" 


Citation Read 


Pollen rushed to ' the galleries 


and quickly overpowered thejdem- 
onstiators. 


The Interruption came as Gun- 


nar Jahn, president of the Norwe- 
gian Nobel Committee, started to 
read the official citation scroll. A 
gold medal and $33,840 in prize 
money were also awarded to Mar- 
shall. 


Fionch Ambassador Loui» 'd» 


Monlcault was present to accept 
the 1032 peace prize on behalf of 
Dr. Albert Schweitzer, famed Afri- 
can jungle doctor, humanitarian, 
philosopher and musical authority. 


When things qulted down, Jahn 


continued his speech and handed 
the Nobel scroll and gold medal 
to Marshall.

tho audience rose and applauded 
loudly for several minutes. Face 
tense, and giving his words extra 
emphasis, Marshall briefly voiced 
his giatltude for the honor shown 
htm saying:

myself as particularly on behalf 
of the American people, who mad* 
It possible to icallze the Euiopcan 
iccovcry piogiam,"

ma and Nagasaki," and who "con- 
tributed to the division of the

The Nation Hag Found a Good 


Veep in Nixon 


Almost everyone knows the axiom that in politics the 


man often grows up to the job. Since the public is often 
quick to assail a politician who falls well below advance esti- 
mates of his performance, in fairness, the citizenry ought to 
give*generous credit when, to its surprise, the reverse proves 
true.There are at least a couple of cases like this which are 
currently in evidence. One involves Gov. William Stratton, 
Illinois Republican, and the other Vice President Nixon. 
Stratton is the slim young fellow who followed in Adlai 


Stevenson's footsteps. A good many Illinoisans, including 
Republicans who had voted for Stevenson in 1948, expected 
'very little of the new governor. The uncomplimentary word 
- "hack" was often used in describing him. 
• 
• • 


But Stratton has confounded them all by acting very 


much like a strong governor. He has wielded the veto power 
like a professional, has thrown his office door open to ordi- 
nary citizens, and has given other signs that he is nobody's 
pushover. 
Nixon ascended to the vice presidency under something 


less than ideal conditions. Though he had made a TV ap- 
pearance to explain the "Nixon fund" which was revealed 
during the 1952 campaign, many Americans still thought he 
had at least proved unwise. People worried about his judg- 
ment in the event accident should elevate him to the White 
House. 


No one can fairly say yet that Nixon has since shown 


himself presidential caliber. But it is certainly true that he 
has labored hard and long to, make himself a responsible 
statesman—to equip himself for greater duty if it should 
come. 


The credit, to be sure, is not wholly his. President 


Eisenhower understands the necessity for grdoming Nixon. 
But Nixon from the start plunged in to make something not 
only of himself, but of his job. 
• 
* 
• 


This last is important. Not only has he grown, but he 


has expanded the role of vice president from a doodling pre- 
siding officer over the senate to a genuine policy-maker. 
- Nixon knows what is going on, and he has demonstrated on 
his current Asiatic tour that he can be trusted to discuss this 
government's most delicate policies with the heads of other 
states. 


Moreover, he has shown a remarkable capacity for rep- 


resenting democracy to those who do not have it or do not 
understand it. The simplicity and directness of his approach 
to the ordinary Asiatic is perhaps the most striking feature 


. of his tour. He has made the standard "political" handshake 


a thing of new force and power wherever he has gone. 


The way we Americans choose candidates for office is 


haphazard at best. We should be thankful when the acci- 
dental process by which we select vice presidential nominees 
turn? out so well. 


Gratifying Move 


Free countries must be grateful that Britain and Iran 


have renewed diplomatic relations after a 14-month apostate 
lapse. The move can "only be taken as an earnest attempt on 
both sides to ease tension in one of the most troubled areas 
of the world. 


Naturally, the hope of the West is that this step will be 


followed in due course by a just settlement of the oil dispute 
which led to the break in the first place. IrarOand its re- 
sources belong on the western side, and it would be great folly 
if it were allowed to fall to the Communists.

The Doctor Says: 


Planning for Old Age Helps 
Make it More Productive 


By EDWIN P. JORDON. M. D. 


A remarkable document has been 


sent me recently by Mr. Thomas 
Desmond, a senator in New York 
State. It is the report of the New 
York State Joint Legislative Com- 
mittee on Problems of the Aging, 
whfch consists of-a number of chap- 
ters or section contributed both by 
medical and nonmedical specialists 
on various problems faced by peo- 
ple in their later years. 


Everyone knows that more and 


more people are living longer, but 
it is particularly encouraging to find 
a state legislature not only aware 
of what this increasing proportion 
of elderly people means, but being 
actively interested in what can be 
done to make old age more satis- 
factory all the way around. 


There are many aspects involved 


in 
facing 
the "declining years. 


Some of them, of course, 
are 


strictlv medical and involve preat. 
er and greater efforts towards 
keeping elderly people in the best 
possible health and lessening the 
burdens of their ailments or dis- 
eases. 


Many of the problems of the la- 


i ter years, however, Involve ques- 


I tions of occupation, hobbies, hous- 
ing, and the like, which arc not 
strictly medical in nature, but in 
which the physician can cooperate.

Not all aspects of 
retirement 


and the latter years are covered 
in this report but it does discuss 
such things as chronic disease, re- 
habilitation, retirement age, and 
employment. 
BETTER OFF IF BUSY 


The conclusion that older people 


are better off if they can keep 
busy either in gainful employment 
or with hobbies is thoroughly 
sound. 
Of course, what they do 


must take into consideration their 
physical abilities, but it is aston- 
ishing how much can be done by 
an older person, even one who has 
what seems like severe physical 
limitations. 


Old age is for most of us not 


something to dread, but planning 
for it. both on an individual and 
community basis, is important and 
will become increasingly so as 
more of us reach the declining 
vears.

"Contact," at many airports these 
days, refers to tractors, not planes. 
A lot of smart airport managers 
are gleefully counting the shekels 
which will soon come rolling in 
from the use of their surplus lands 
as farms. 


After World War II. when Uncle 


Sam turned over a lot of his sur- 
plus airports to various state and 
local governments, the gifts were 
looked upon as white elephants. 
Many of the municipalities could 
not support an aviation program 
large enough to make the airports 
a paying proposition. 
, But then the airport managers, 
a shrewd bunch, stepped in and 
made them pay off. In rural locali- 
ties, they leased the land to farm- 
ers, poultry raisers and cattle- 
men. In more industrialized com- 
munities, they rented the local 
businessmen space for storage and 
manufacturing. In areas where 
there were housing problems, they 
remodeled barracks and drill halls 
into apartment units. 


The results,, financially speaking, 


-are excellent examples of Ameri- 
can ingenuity at its best. 


In Walla Walla, Wash., the air- 


port became a sharecropper when 
it leased 1300 acres of surplus land 
to two adjacent farmers. Between 
them, the farmers raised $65,000 
worth of wheat and $60,000 worth 
of peas and cut the management 
in on the profits.

War Babies Jam 
Schools; Teacher 
Problem Is Acute 


WASHINGTON — W) — The Na- 


tional Kducaiton Assn. said today 
the nation's public schools, their 
first grades jammed with the "war 
babies" of 19-17. must have 150.000 
more teachers and five billion dol- 
lars worth of new buildings. 


The estimate was given in the 


association's annual look at school 
enrollments and -learner supply. 


Public school .enrollment in the 


1953-54 school year is close to 23 
million, an increase of nearly l'/4 
million over last year, said the 
national professional organization 
of educators. 


May lie Worse 


It added in a news release based 


on its survey: 


"The standing room situation, 


which began plaguing the nation's 
schools in 1947. will become worse 
with the new year." 


NEA Research Director Frank 


W. Htibbard cited three reasons 
why he said school crowding would 
not be oui'od this year: 


1. Colleges are not training teach- 


ers fast enough. 


2. Even with 36.000 more teach- 


ers on the job and spending of a 
half billion dollars more for edu- 
cation, about 632.000 youngsters 
must continue double-session or 
other makeshift arrangements.

will be teaching this year without 
full certification, an increase of 
2.000 "emergency teachers."

Berlin meeting would be pretty 
plain admission it was unwilling to 
take even that small step toward a 
chance for peace. 


Russia will look bad, loo. if it 


says "no" to President Eisenhow- 
er's talk of pooling some of their 
atomic materials. 


Rusftia Was Tough 


When the Eisenhower adminis- 


tration took over last January this 
country had been at war with the 
Communists for more than 
2>/7 


years in Korea. The mood against 
Russia was tough. 


Stalin died in March. His succes- 


sor, Malenkov, talked peace. When 
this country didn't bite, some Eur- 
opeans criticized the United States 
as being too rigid. The French, 
who had long delayed joining a 
single European army in defense 
against Russia, delayed some 
more. 


The Russians dangled the idea 


of a non-aggression pact before the 
French in an attempt to weaken 
their link with this country. 


The Russians had other fish to 


fry with their peace talk, too. In 
West Germany, for example, where 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, a 
solid ally(of the West, was up for 
reelection'. If the Russians could 
persuade the West Germans that 
tagging along with Moscow meant 
peace but that reelecting Adenauer 
might drag them into-war, Ade- 
nauer might be thrown out. 


Eisenhower 
was 
unimpressed, 


but Malenkov had an effect even 
on Sir Winston Churchill, who said 
maybe some good might come of 
a meeting between him, Eisenhow- 
er, tne French premier and Malen- 
kov. He proposed It. Eisenhower 
rejected it. 


Eisenhower helped pull the West 


Germans closer to the side of the 
West by ^ pouring in food for the 
East Germans. In September Ade- 
nauer was reelected. 


After that the Russian murmur- 


ings about peace began to dwindle. 
Pretty soon Moscow under Malen- 
kov looked just as it did under 
Stalin: Sullen, stolid, capable of 
saying nothing but "no." 


Nat ions Move 
To Stabilize 
Commodities

NEW YORK <jf»-ln the news to- 


day are governmental moves, both 
national and International, that 
may affect the pnces you pay for 
things made of tin, rubber, cotton, 
wool and sugar. 


In each Instance the aim is to 


keep prices of these commodities 
stable and protect producers from, 
the risks of sudden gluts that 
tumble prices, and to protect con- 
sumers from sudden shortages that 
send prices out of their reach. 


Thirty-nine nations are involved 


in a plan to stabilize the -price of 
tin. In this case the United States 
is the biggest customer. The plan 
is to keep the pnce of tin between 
80 cents a pound and $1.10. by 
setting up a buffer stock of around 
25.000 tons. 


Tin from this stock could be re- 


leased if the price of tin began 
to soar. It could be added to if 
the price of tin took a tumble. 
Thus, by taking up part of th« 
surplus, the planners hope to Sta- 
bilize the market. 


The plan, adopted by the Inter- 


national Tin conference in Geneva 
Wednesday, would go into opera- 
tion next March If ratified by the 
major tin producing and consum- 
ing nations. 


The United States' interest in It 


would be to keep tin prices stabil- 
ized for industry here. 


But a much more direct interest 


is that of the British pound sterling 
srea. In British-controlled Malaya 
they mine most of the tin that goe* 
into American tin cans—and they 
want the price supported. It has 
tumbled from $1.83 a pound to 
around 80 cents this Tall. 


Rubber earns more U. S. dollars 


for the pound sterling area than 
any other commodity. Price fluctu- 
ations bring prosperity or gloom 
to British rubber plantations. 


The United States, as the bfg 


rubber user, can control these 
prices, in part, by buying or not 
buying for its stockpile, and by the 
production quotas it sets for Its 
jrovernment-built synthetic rubber 
plants. 


The natural rubber industry has 


been clamoring for the U. S. gov- 
ernment to halt its plan for rotat- 
ing some 10,000 tons of rubber 
each month from its defense stock- 
pile. 


The government today Is agree- 


ing to cut this rotation to 5.000 
tons a month in an effort to bol- 
ster the sagging price of natural 
rubber. 


The U. S. government today says 


it will cut A cent off the price 
support for wool. The present sup- 
port price is 53.1 cents a pound. 
Next year this will be cut to 82.1 
cents. 


While this primarily affects do- 


mestic wool growers, any price 
support change here could be fell 
in Australia and other pound ster- 
ling countries, where wool is th« 
second biggest dollar getter.

said two young white men were 
taken to an undisclosed jail for 
questioning. 


Sheriff Hanna said he was hold 


ing three men. including two Ne- 
proes. in the Florence county jail. 
But he emphasized no charges had 
been placed against them. 


Hanna said a wallet and watch 


were missing from Allen's person. 
The boy's relatives said he had 
both when he left home Sunday to 
g_o on a date with the girl. 


Badly Beaten 


' The sheriff said the girl's head 
and Allen's body were badly beat- 
en. Officers said Allen's face was 
"so badly beaten that it was hard- 
ly recognizable." 


The couple was last seen Sunday 


at 7:30 p. m. when they left the 
girl's home on a date. Early Mon 
day Allen's bloodstained car was 
found behind a Negio schoolhouse 
some three miles fiom the river. 
The headless body of the girl was 
found in the grave by the nver 
that night. 


The search turned to the area 


of the abandoned well Tuesday 
after a Negro woman reported she 
was awakened by lights from a 
car which drove up to the well 
before dawn Monday. 


The well is about half a. mile 


from where the girls' body was 
found. 


Find Remains 


A layer of gravel was on top 


of

well. But 
fresh 
earth 


> prompted officers to dig into it. 
*The^ came upon the girl's coat 
first. Beneath a pile of corn- 
shucks was her head. Buried be- 
low it was Allen's body, stuffed 
head down. The well is about 10 
feet deep. 


The woman was quoted by police

WASHINGTON Iff)— The Veter- 


ans Administration said today It 
will pay a regular dividend of 21 
million dollars next year on 375.000 
government life Insurance policies 
held by World War J veterans. 


The dividend will go to those 


with permanent p l a n 
policies. 


About 24,000 World War 1 veterans 
who have USGLI term insurance 
will not share in the payment. 


Tho action means that World 


War I and World War II veterans 
holding USGLI and National Serv- 
ice life insurance policies will get 
1954 
dividends totaling 2U million 


dollars. 


The VA announced Wednesday it 


would pay a 1954 regular dividend 
of 190 million dollars on about five 
million NSLI policies. 


A USGLI policy must have been 


in force for a full year before the 
1951 anniversary date to be eligible 
for a dividend. 


A VA official told a reporter no 


figures 
were 
available 
on 
the 


range of the dividend payments. 
He pointed out that the permanent 
plan policies could 
have 
been 


taken out any time between World 
War I and 1910. and said this "re- 
sults in a tremendous variation in 
the dividend rates for individual 
policies." 


The VA said the 1951 USGLI pay- 


ment will increase to a total of 
$357.148,886 the dividends paid to 
World War I veterans. The 1954 
NSLI payment will make the total 
to World War II veterans $4,035,- 
000,000.

The days before Christmas are 


going by much faster than the mail 
is coming in, Redcbaugh said. 


"I've already noticed « consid- 


erable increase in Christmas send- 
ing," he reported today. "But par- 
rel post is tagging behind. Actual- 
ly, it should be the other way 
around." 


All gift packages for distant 


states and nearby points should 
be in the mall Dec. 11. Christmas 
cards require less time to cover 
the same distance. They should be 
posted by Dec. 15 for out-of-town 
delivery, nnd at least a week 'bo- 
fore Christmas for local addresses. 


Redcbaugh points out that unless 


these mailing dates are observed, 
there's a danger of incoming mail 
slowing up the outgoing mail in 
the last days before Christmas. 
Commercial shipments are anoth- 
er hazard that mny prevent de- 
livery before Dec. 25.

Once the big rush 
begins, they will average 60.000 
daily clicks.

The proposal by Eisenhower 


called for the creation of an in- 
ternational pool of atomic material 
and know-how for peaceful pur- 
poses. 


Hagerty read this statement to 


newsmen: 


"We do not believe that imme- 


diate reaction to President Eisen- 
hower's atomic proposal necessar- 
ily represents the considered deci- 
sion of the Soviet government. 


"After all, the President always 


recognized 
that his suggestion 


would require thoughtful study. 


"Therefore, any 24-hour reaction 


by Soviet officials or by Soviet 
propaganda media cannot be ac- 
cepted as anything more than a 
stop-gap, interim statement. 


"We are still very hopeful that 


the Soviet leaders will recognize 
the President's proposal for what 
it is — a serious and feasible first 
step toward atomic peace." 


In reply to questions, Hagerty 


said that while the statement was 
issued in his name, it represented 
the official attitude of the govern 
ment.

Broader Social Security» 


WASHINGTON Wl — Chairman 


Daniel A. Reed (R-NY) predicted 
today the House Ways and Means 
Committee will act quickly next 
year to "broaden and strengthen" 
the social security program. 


Reed, in a statement, suggested 


three specific reforms in the sys- 
tem now providing government 
death or retirement benefit cover- 
age to some 65 million Workers: 


1. Extension of the system to 


cover millions "who have been 
arbitrarily denied this protection 
in the past." President Eisenhower 
has proposed extending coverage 
.to about 10'i million doctors, law- 
yers, ' farmers and others. Reed 
avoided a commitment to any 
specific number or group. 


2. An increase in the present 


$25 minimum monthly retirement 
benefit, "to provide a more real- 
istic floor of protection for those 
now retired." 


3. Liberalizing^ a present clause 


which denies retirement benefits 
to persons between 65 and 75 years 
of age who make S75 monthly or 
more in employment covered by 
the system. About 1,400,000 other- 
wise eligible aged persons now 
are denied payments under this 
clause. 


At the same time, Reed re- 


peated his opposition to Eisen- 


hower's proposal to cancel a 
scheduled Jan. 1 increase in •octal 
security taxes. The rat* jumps up 
automatically from l\<t to 3 per 
cent of wages up to $3,600 an- 
nually, paid by worker* and em- 
ploy ers'alike.

Nickell Still 
On Fence in 
Senate Race 


Confers With Gov. 
Strattori; Decision 
Will Come Friday 


SPRINGFIELD. 111. tf> — Vernon 


L. Nickell, Republican state school 
chief, today still was weighing 
whether to bid next year for the 
U. S. Senate seat now held by 
Democrat Paul H. Douglas. 


However, after an hour's talk 


Wednesday with Gov. Stratton, the 
GOP stalwart stujjk by his plans to 
formally announce his political in- 
tentions at a dinner; with party 
friends Friday in his home town 
of Champaign. 


He told reporters following the 


confab with Stratton that his in- 
clination remained to seek a fourth 
four year term as state super- 
intendent of public instruction.

Wednesday and Hayes had an ap- 
pointment with him today. 


Nickell said if he finally gets 


Into the senatorial primary "it will 
be against my personal desires."

Nickell, who is nearing 63, has 


concluded that a reelection race 
would be less gruelling than one 
for the Senate, that he would 
benefit more from esablished sup- 
port in education circles and that 
after the 1954 election discharge 
of familiar duties as state school 
chief would be less strenuous and 
more congenial than tackling those 
of a freshman senator. 


On the other hand, the lanky 


schoolman said, the pressure of 
political friends who respect his 
proven vote getting capabilities 
and regard his abilities as well 
suited to the Senate has built up 
a good deal in recent weeks. 


He added that all of the GOP 


elected state officials had assured 
him they figured he had the No. 1 
chance of driving through .to a 
Senate victory in November.

(Serves 6) 


One (U-ounce) package frozen, 


chopped spinach. xi cup'butter or 
margarine. 
>i cup flour. 1 cup 


milk. \'i cup grated natural or 
process American cheese. 3 eggs, 
separated, salt and pepper to 


• taste. 


Cook spinach according to di- 


rections on carton. Drain thorough- 
ly. Melt butter and stir in flour; 
add milk and cook, stirring con- 
stantly, until mixture boils and 
thickens. Add cheese and stir un- 
til melted. Remove from heat. 
Add spinach and slightly beaten 
CRS yolks. Season with salt and 
pepper. Fold in stiffly beaten egg 
whites. 


Pour into a well-gicased S'-j- 


inch fVS-quart) ring mold: set In 
a shallow pan of hot water. Bake 
in a moderately hot oven (375 de- 
grees F.) n.bout 45 minutes, or 
until firm. Remove from oven and 
let stand a few minutes before un- 
molding on a heated platter. Fill 
center with curried turkey. 


Curried Turkey 


One medium-sized onion, U cup 


butter or margarine, lt cup flour. 
1 teaspoon curry powder, 1 cup 
turkey stock (made with turkey 
bones, or use canned or bouillon- 
cube chicken broth). >i cup sail- 
terne or other white table wine., 
or additional half cup of stock, >i 
cup cream or undiluted evaporated 
milk, 1 tablespoon sherry wine, if 
desired, salt and pepper to taste, 
2 cups coarsely diced, cooked tur- 
key, 1 (4-ox.) can mushroom stems 
and pieces drained, 1 tablespoon 
chopped parsley. 


Saute onion gently in butter for 


5 minutes. Blend In flour and cur- 
ry powder: udd stock and sauterne 
or water, cook, stirring constantly, 
until mixture boils and thickens.

Vaccine Infected 
Two Veterinarians

CHICAGO — The first definite 


proof that direct contact with the 
vaccine used lo immunize caltle 
against brucellosis can cause hu- 
man brucellosis (undulanl fever) 
was reported in an article and an 
editorial in the current Journal of 
the American Medical'Association. 


With this proof wenl Ihe warn- 


ing that Ihe vaccine contains a 
viable pathogen, and that it should 
be handled only by qualified per- 
sons, preferably veterinarians, and 
then with the-knowledge that acci 
dental contact with it may result 
in active brucellosis. 


The case reports of two 25-year- 


old veterinarians who became ill 
after'accidental infection with the 
vaccine, produced from Brucella 
abortus, strain 19. while immuniz 
ing calves was described by Drs. 
Wesley \V. Spink and Hugh Thomp 
son, Minneapolis. The doctors are 
associated with the department of 
medicine and the student health 
service. University of Minnesota 
Hospitals and Medical Schools. 


One veterinarian became infec- 


ted when the needle of the syringe 
containing: the vaccine accidentally 
entered the palm of his right hand. 
In the second victim, the vaccine 
accidentally splashed 
into both 


eyes. Both men became quite ill, 
but recovered following treatment. 


"An effective means for immu- 


nizing cattle against 
brucellosis 


involves the infection of viable or- 
ganisms of Br. abortus, strain 19," 
the doctors stated. "In the cam- 
paign to eradicate bovine brucel- 
losis, strain 19 is being used ex- 
tensively in the United States and 
in other countries where Bang's 
disease is a problem."

Because of her sensi- 
tivity to penicillin she was treated 
with numerous other antibiotics, 
all of'which failed to alleviate Ihe 
infection. 


When the patient's condition be- 


came worse despite treatment, a 
penicillin - antihistamine 
regimen 


was instituted. No adverse reac- 
tions were noted and after several 
months of therapy she was dis- 
charged as cured, he added. 


"This result is particularly sig- 


nificant because other antibiotics, 
to which the patient was not sensi- 
tive, failed to achieve the desired 
clinical response, and because of 
the severity of the previous peni- 
cillin reaction in the patient," it 
was pointed out by Dr. Beck, who 
is assoicaied with the department 
of medicine at Michael.Reese hos- 
pital.

sease has made an unexpected ap- 
pearance, they're busy trying to 
stamp it out. 


As for France—zut alors!—the 


mild-mannered professor who in- 
troduced the disease, far from be- 
ing a public hero, is regarded as 
an assassin. 


Poor Professor 
Paul Armand- 


Delille—he was only trying to get 
rid of the wild rabbits on his Nor- 
mandy estate by inoculating a few 
of them with myxomatosis. 


Now the butchers blame him, be- 


cause there's no cheap meat. Wom- 
en howl for his scalp, because he'» 
deprived them of cheap furs. Mil- 
lions of French sportsmen have 
nothing left to shoot at but spar- 
rows.

Quicker than one can pionounc« 


Armand-Delille, the virus whict 
he let out of the bag had spread 
across the interior 
of France. 


French highways were strewn with 
dead rabbits. 


It then raced through Belgium 


and Germany, hopped the Channel 
and landed squarely in southern 
England. 


The first British outbieak oc- 


curred on a farm in Kent in Oc- 
tober. By now it has spread to the 
the Sussex Downs, where pest con- 
trol officers are trying desperately 
to hold it in check. 


"If the disease is not controlled 


by spring," warns a British min- 
istry spokesman, "Britain's rab- 
bits are'doomed." 


Myxomatosis affects only rabbit* 


and hares. It partially paralyze! 
them. Their bodies swell and they 
dra£ 
themselves 
around 
blind, 


deaf and in great pain for several 
days before dying. 


Inevitably, Britons have divided 


themselves into pro- and anti-rab- 
bit factions. Due to the painful na- 
ture of the disease, animal lover* 
and protection societies are de- 
manding 
that 
tho 
rabbits 


spared. 


But farmers, faced with $210,- 


000,000 worth of damage every 
year from rabbits, say, "Let it 
spread!" — meaning the rabbit dis- 
ease. 


"If the rabbit is to be protected, 


why not the rat?" argues Lord Ren- 
nell, of the anti-rabbit faction. 


While Britons argue the "to be 


or not to be" of the rabbit dilem- 
ma, the British Health Ministry 
has wircd-up the farms where the 
infection is known to exist, in an 
effort to keep it from spreading 
further. 


In Australia, the problem is dif- 


ferent. When the early settlers at 
Botany Bay discovered that five 
rabbits had survived a 
voyage 


from Britain they were jubilant. 
They soon found that the laugh 
was on them. 


# » * 


A pair of rabbits can produce 


as many as 1000 offspnng in a 
year. In Australia the stoat and 
the weasel, which controlled them 
in Britain, did not exist. 


To prevent their spread, ranch- 


ers constructed 1600 miles of fenc- 
ing—the longest fence in the world 
—to no avail. 
The rabbits got 


through. Since seven rabbits veat 
as much as one sheep. Australian 
sheep were being crowded off graz- 
ing lands. 


In 1950, Australian scientists de- 


clared biological war on the rab- 
bits. 
They introduced the fatal 


myxomatosis in the State of Vic- 
toria, and in little more than two 
years exterminated 90 per cent of 
its rabbit population. 


Latest reports from Australia, 


however, are disconcerting. A new 
strain of rabbits—a sort of "super- 
bunny" immune to myxomatosis— 
has made its appearance, accord- 
ing to reports, and is thumbing itf 
nose at the scientists.
